An Important Letter Issued by Governor 


Cullom. 


The following ia a copy of the circular 


letter which Governor Cullom has sent to 
sheriffs and mayors in Illinois: 


Dear Sir:— I call your attention to the 


following provisions of the statutes of 
this state respecting the power and duties 
of sheriffs of counties nnd mayors of cities 
aa conservators of the peace, viz: 


CHAPTER 125, SEC. 17.— Each sheriff 


shall be conservator of the peace m his 
countv, and shall keep the same, suppress 
riots, routs, affrays, fighting, breaches of 
the pence, and prevent crime; and may 
arrest offenders on view and cause them 
to be brought before proper magistrates 
for trial or examination: 


SEC. 18.— To keep the peace, prevent 


crime, or to execute any writ, warpint, 
process, order or decree he may call to bis 
aid, when necessary, any person or the 
power ot the count}-. 


MAYOR. 


CHAPTER 24, SEC. 21.— He may exercise 


within the city limits the powers conferr- 
ed upon the sheriffs to suppress disorder 
and keep the peace. 


SEC. 26.— He shall have power, when 


necessary, to call on every male inhabi- 
tant of the city over the age of 18 years 
to aid in enforcing the laws and ordi- 
nances, and to call out the militia to au 
in suppressing riots and other dirorderl> 
conduct, or carrying into effect any law 
or ordinances, subject to the authority o 
the governor, as eommtinder-in-chief o 
the militia.
